Two of the late exploring party at.Ping- 
tu, who remained after the Consul aud Na- 
vil Officers. bad Ivfl, have- just returned 
here, aud they-quite confirm the previone 
reports, Un exainininy the bills uf whatmay 
be termed ‘the Pingtu range,.no out-crops 
of guld-bearing quartz: were found, and it 
still remains a problem“whence the ‘gold, 
comes from that is found in: the’ soil and 
streams. ‘The same difficulty exists with 
regard to.the gold ‘regions of Kin-sn-tszé 
atid Mosun. ‘Gold dust-is found amongst 
tlie black:sand, but the matric where it was’ 
formed before tho elements broke it up, and" 
mixed it with the debris of its rocky home, 
cannot be traced, “+ ne singular feature: 
‘about the yold of Shantung is that it ap-% 
pears. to have been incrusted with a sort of 
red’ sandstone, and several - specimens 
brouglit here haye the -red stone adhering 


to them, Some small particles of quartz 4 


are to be seen amongst a lot of gold dust, 
bat as yet-no real specimen of yold quartz, 
bas been brought in here, This is of course 
puzzling to the gold seekers, and discour- 
ayes their attempts. On the other hand, 
Chinese are commencing to bring in gold 
for sale, and the ather day abont a pound 
‘weight was: offered, amongst which there 
were suveral nuggets—one of them weighing. 
sever mace four candateens,abuut an ounce 
avoirdupois. This nugget was sent to 
Shanghai by the last steamer, and doubtless 
has been seen by adme of your readers, 
‘The existence of lump gold in these regions 
is therefore placed beyond doubt. . Fo- 
reiguers however have not been-able to fall 
on such luck, arid the Chinese say that the 
diggers are not on-the right track... Some 
fricudly native ia wanted to point ont the 
certain place,-and like the coming man will 
no doubt appear in time. . Meanwhile the 
miners who are scattered over the neigh- 
bonrhood give no signs of abandoning their. 
researches, Some-of them are turning 
their attention to a lode of lead that has 
been found near Kin-san-sze, and’ say they. 
prefer this certainty of good lead galeria ore 
to the chance of picking up gold. 1t is not 
easy to. find out the real feeling or plans’ of 
the miners ; but report says they are wait- 


}ing for an increase of number, -and that 


when they'are in‘sufticiont force they ‘will 
sturt for Pingtu and try their luck thiere- 
abouts, : ae 

The Chunghow Rifles are billeted in the 
suburbs of _Chefoo, and have not as yet 
made a move towards the mines, a course 
which every wisher of their’ welfare ap 
proves of, ag their presence amongst alot of 
armed foreigners might lead tq @ collision.
